Tributes from many sources 
continued to -pour into the Russell 
home today. Among them were 
the following statements by two 
of the jurists associates on the 
supreme court: 

Justice R. C. Bell—‘“The death 
of Chief Justice Russell came as 
a great shock and surprise to me. 
It was my privilege to consult 
with him Saturday afternoon on 
the last law case that he was ever 
to consider in this world. Though 
feeble in body, he seemed as well 
as usual, and his minc was clear 
and active. 

‘He was truly one of Georgia’s 
greatest men, and as a judge he 
was distinguished for the equity 
and human justice that character- 
ized his every thought.” 

Justice Samuel C. Atkinson— 
“The death of Chief Justice Rus- 
sell brings to end a truly remark- 
able career. From early youth to 
seasoned age he served his state 
‘vith patriotic zeal and devotion— 
in all for more than half a cen- 
tury. 

“He died as he would have 
wished, in harness. During the 
last week and to the last day he 
continued in activé service, as al- 
ways strong in conviction and 
vigorous in pronouncement but 
tempering justice ever with: mer- 
cy. Thousands will ‘miss him and 
mourn his passing.”

NEEDED INFORMATION. 

One of the most vital conditions affecting 
Southern economy, yet one which was appa- 
_rently entirely overlooked in that now notorious 
report by the National Emergency Council, is 
the amount of value the average southern 
worker is able to add to the raw material that 
goes into his product, compared to the value 
increase attributable to his fellow worker in 
the north. 

There is wide variation in the value added 
to raw materials by various industries. One 
may produce low priced goods which leave 
comparatively small margin over the original 
cost of material. Yet, out of this margin, all 


| expenses of manufacture, including investment, - 


equipment, maintenance and wages, must come. 
Add to these costs, if the enterprise is to con- 
tinue, a reasonable profit for those who have 
invested their capital. : 

A survey made early this year compared the 
average increase in value involved in the man- 
ufacture of goods in 11 southern states with 
four leading industrial states of the north. This 
survey shows that, while the worker in the 
north adds to the value of the material he 
handles in manufacture an average of $3,579 
annually, the average for the 11 southern states 
is only $1,741. Yet, out of this, less than half 
of the northern figure, the southern manufac- 
turer has to defray all costs. Thus, while the 
employe in the south may not receive quite 
so many dollars and cents in his pay envelope, 
he actually receives a far greater proportion 
“of the wéalth he creates than does his north- 
ern confrere. 

This being true, it appears self-evident that 
the south, in the industrial development now 
proceeding, should examine with care the type 
of new industry, and new plants, established 
within her borders. A factory which adds but 
little to the value of the material it handles 
cannot pay any save the lowest rates of pay. 
Such a factory, if it pays wages which may 
reasonably be classified as in the “starvation” 
class, is of no value to any community. Rather, 
it is a handicap and a hindrance to that com- 
munity’s progress in all lines. 

Southern communities seeking new indus- 
tries should first inquire as to the ratio of in- 
creased value those industries can give to the 
raw materials they consume. A plant which 
adds much value can, logically, pay higher 
- wages. The worker who creates greater value, 
naturally will share in that value he has made. 
' Higher wages make for better education, bet- 
ter living conditions and greater stability of 
the people. All of which, of course, are imme- 
diately reflected in better business for the 
local merchants. - Better paid, better educated 
and better living workers spend more money. 

There are, undoubtedly, industries in the 
South today which are of little value to their 
communities by reason of the small ratio of 
value they create. More such factories should 
_ be frowned upon, instead of encouraged. 

One of the most urgent needs for Georgia 
Js a source of reliable information on this point 
of industrial value. To arrive at a proper 
evaluation of an industry’s worth to the state 
and to its community, many basic factors must 
‘be known and studied. 

Availability and cost of raw materials is one. 
Accessibility to market is another. Freight 
costs is a third. And, when all these things 
_ are known, the most important data of all is 
that which shows the percentage of value 
added, by that industry, to its raw materia] in 
the process of manufacture. 

Georgia, and the entire south, must lift the 
ability of its workers in creation of wealth. 
This cannot be done without detailed, factual 
knowledge of the varied worth of different in- 
dustries in this respect. 

There is no reason why, if such information 
can be secured, Georgia should not eventually 
lift the level of worker value from the southern 
average of $1,741 per year, to the $3,579 which 
prevails in the north. 

If this is done, the income of industrial 
workérs in the state will rise in proportion and, 
- with more money thus in circulation, every in- 
-~ dividual, every interest in the state will benefit.

SHALL THE CHAIN STORES BE DRIVEN OUT? 

Within the last 8 years half of the 48 states 
have enacted what, in most cases, amounts to 
punitive legislation against chain stores. 
These measures, in the form of excessive taxa- 
tion to check a further expansion of the chain 
systems, were boosted through legislative halls 
under the power of the old fallacy the independ- 
ent merchant was being driven out of busi- 
ness. 

Now, as if he would, in turn, wreck the na- 
tion’s entire chain store system at one fell 
swoop, Congressman Wright Patman, of Texas, 
has succeeded in getting his pet measure in 
preferential position on the calendar in the 
forthcoming session of congress. At the last ses- 
sion he corralled 74 co-sponsors behind this os- 
tensible tax-raising scheme, although he frank- 
ly admitted its purpose was to drive the chain 
system from the nation’s economy. 

.The proposed law would levy a maximum tax 
of $1,000 per store, multiplied by the number of 
states in which the chain operates, to get the 
total tax against the entire system. The esti- 
mated “grab” from the industry as a whole 
would come to $2,028,000,000 per year. But in 
the federal tax books it would be entered mere- 
ly as a figure of speech, because the big chains 
would be immediately forced to the wall. Not 
only would Washington get little or nothing, but 
a number of states would be deprived of legiti- 
mate revenue, to say nothing of the thousands 
of employes who would be thrown out of work. ' 

One food cHain, if it could stay in business, 
would be forced to pay $569,000,000 each year— 
62 per cent of its annual gross income. A shoe 
chain would be mulcted of $18,990,000—over 50 
per cent of its annual gross business. 

But has the independent merchant been 
driven out of business? During the great boom 
year of 1929, according to the United States Bu- 
reau of Census, there were 234,082 independent 
food stores in operation. This constituted 76 
per cent of the nation’s total food stores. Six 
years later, in 1935, the independents had ex- 
panded to 304,389 units or slightly more than 85 
per cent of the total. Seemingly then, instead 
of being destroyed by the chains, the inde- 
pendents have thrived to the extent of actuaily 
gaining in their relation to the whole. 

In contrast to this gain in the number of 
independent stores—and a direct refutation of 
the often repeated statement the independent 
is being driven out of business by. the increas- 
ing number of chain stores—the largest food 
chain decreased its total number of stores 12 
per cent between the years 1929 and 1937: The 
next largest chain reduced its number of 
units 26.3 per cent during the same period. 

There is a growing feeling in well-informed 
retail circles that the relationship between the 
two systems—the chain and the independent— 
has reached a proper balance; that they have 
adjusted themselves to each other. The inde- 
pendent has modernized his store, entered into 
co-operative buying and inaugurated other 
measures which have improved his competitive 
position. Very often two units of the compet- 
ing systems do business amicably side by side. 

Continuation of the chain system is justified 
by the savings inuring to the people from effi- 
ciency in management, if for no other reason. 
It has come nearer to solving-the intricate 
problem of nation-wide distribution than any 
other system so far devised. The people have 
adjusted themselves to it, have learned to de- 
pend upon it and have found it dependable. 
They would be loth to see it destroyed to sat- 
isfy the false political premise that everything 
big is bad. 

For this reason the people will see to it that 
the Patman bill, when it comes up for discussion 
at the next session of congress in January, is 
relegated to the archives where unwanted legis- 
lation is buried. 


DID HE MEAN IT? 

Not too infrequently certain gentlemen, 
recognized as spokesmen for the New Deal be- 
cause of their positions, feel impelled to deny 
intended off-the-record remarks after they 
have seeped through a supposedly confidential 
repository. Rarely, however, do they deny the 
implications. While disowning the words they 
seldom disown the thoughts. ° 

Harry L. Hopkins, the federal relief admin- 
istrator, seems particularly adept at placing 
himself in a position where a denial of some 
carelessly uttered phrase becomes advisable. 
Last fall he is said to have stated WPA workers: 
Should vote for those candidates favorable to 
making relief a permanent institution. When 
public opinion became aroused by his remarks, 
he piously hedged on the statement, but not 
on the implications or the thoughts which it so 
accurately conveyed. 


At the moment some of Mr. Hopkins’ friends 
and admirers are busy minimizing the signifi- 
cance of his most recent alleged off-the-record 
utterance—“We will tax and tax, spend and 
spend, elect and elect”—by denying he used any 
such words. Mr. Hopkins also denies it. 

None, however—not even Mr. Hopkins—con- 
tend he did not and does not think what his 

‘alleged remark implied—that “we” would col- 
lect taxes and spend the money to elect can- 
didates favorable to Mr. Hopkins’ ideas of gov- 
ernment. The thought, whether uttered or not, 
was right in line with the relief administrator’s 
“invitation” to WPA workers to vote for their 
benefactors. 

Under a democratic administration men in 
high office should be anxious to convey their 
real thoughts on government to the people to 
whom they are responsible. It should not be 
necessary, every time a denial of a privately 
uttered remark seems politically expedient, for 
the people to have to go on wondering: Did 
he mean it?

PROPOSED

Mr, Toller proposes an organ- 
ization somewhat along the lines 
of the American Relief Adminis- 
tration, as it was administered 
after the great war by Herbert 
Hoover. The governments willing 
to participate would purchase sur- 
plus foods from their own farm- 
ers—numbers of them are doing 
this already — and collaborate 
through an international organ- 
ization to trdnsmit it to Spain. 
Mr. Toller reminds us that we 
have in this country 6,000,000 sur- 
plus bushels of wheat; he asserts 
that in Sweden there is a sur- 
plus of 125,000 tons of wheat and 
rye. There are grain surpluses in 
Canada; in England and Scandi- 
navia thousands of tons of herring 
and kippers are being thrown into 
the ocean; in Brazil there are 
thousands of tons of coffee that 
find no market. 

And in Spain? Mr. Toller 
showed me pictures of pellagra 
cases in Madrid. There are 40,000 
such cases in that city alone, Al- 
though numerous. organizations 
and activities are operating in 
Spain to aid children, their ef- 
forts are wholly inadequate. The 
whole civilian population § in 
Loyalist Spain is suffering from 
desperate undernourishment, the 
results of which will tell on a 
whole generation, no matter what 
the outcome of the war may-be. 
SUBJECT . 

TO EPIDEMICS 

The continual debilitation of the 
organic resistance of the Spanish 
people makes them peculiarly sub- 
ject to epidemics, and the outbreak 
of such epidemics may spread the 
results of the Spanish war far be- 
yond the Spanish borders. 

We still do not know whether 
the peculiar plague loosely called 
“influenza” which raged over the 
world during the great war, had 
any connection with it; we do 


know that it killed more people 
than the war itself, and was no- 
wench aaah aataday’ wie 
e cs orig- 
inated out of the physical condi- 
tions of war time. 
’ The populations of the world, 
are divided in their attitude to- 
ward the Spanish civil war. They 
are not divided in their sympathy 
for the Spanish people, whose stoic 
heroism is a marvel of the mod- 
ern world. Such an enormous 
democratic nation is perhaps the 
only form of “intervention” which 
would now win the support of 
everybody, beyond and outside of 
politics. 

_ Our participation in such a plan 
in a large way, even our leader- 
ship in it, would, I should think, 
win us many friends in Latin 
America, where the love of Spain 
is very great. 

And the association of democra- 
cies in a grandiose humane action 
might do something for the dem- 
ocratic ideal at a time when it 
is at a low point in the world as 
a whole. 

LOYALIST 
NEED GREATER 

The greatest need is in Loyalist 
Spain, The normal population has 
been augmented by three million 
refugees. A great part of the ter- 
ritories from which Catalonia and 
Castile have been supplied with 
food are now in the hands of 
Franco, and their food supplies are 
shut off. A recent League of Na- 
tions report stated that there was 
no want in Franco’s Spain, be- 
caus@ the rebels are in control of 
the farming, fishing and dairy re- 
gions. This report stated that half 
a million infants in Loyalist Spain 
are in acute need of milk. 

But Mr. Toller, whose personal 
sympathies are with the Loyalists, 
asserts that there is undernourish- 
ment in the areas held by both 
sides, particularly in fought-over 
regions, , 

The history of the attitude of 

the western world toward Spain in 
these cruel years is cynical and 
shameful. Our own neutrality 
policy, keyed to the expectation 
that non-intervention actually 
might mean non-intervention, has 
been nothing more or less than 
an embargo on Loyalist Spain and 
aid, therefore, to Franco. The dic- 
tatorships have intervened openly 
and candidly. Spain has been 
made into an international battle- 
ground and an international sham- 
bles, and the democratic govern- 
ments have presented a sorry 
spectable. of indecision and hypoc- 
risy. 
To quote the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, “To deny them food 
is a crime for which democratic 
countries could never be forgiven 
if they should be guilty of it.” 

And Mr. Toller’s plan is thor- 
oughly practical, in that he sug- 
gests using food which is at pres- 
ent either being hoarded or de- 


stroyed.

Second, it is contemptibly cheap 
to pay such coolie wages as are 
paid to the football pros for draw- 
ing enormous gate receipts, and 
the fact that a kid gets four years 
of schooling thrown in is one 
which. apologists for the system 
should be ashamed to mention.

frivolities of the extended chil- 
dren’s hour. Abolish football, or 
de-emphasize it, as Mr. Hutchins 
suggests, and the enrollment over 
the land would slump sharply to- 
ward that point where only stu- 
dents capable of education would 
remain in school, or slightly less 
than a quorum for the Yale Bowl.

The uncertainty was not terrifying, for Byrd was drugged by 
the fumes that so nearly killed him and he never entirely gave up 


hope of: rescue. 

_But what of those who know death is near? If they are con- 
scious to the last, it must be a dreadful ordeal to die an animal’s 
death while burdened with a man’s capacity for thought. If they, 
have dull and stolid minds or high and unfaltering courage, they 
may feel no need of anything more; but what of the millions who 
think and fear? Surely these feel desperate need of some assurance 
that death is not the end. ae 

There are many who have such an assurance; yet their number 
grows relatively smaller as the years pass, for strange and insidious 
forces work incessantly in dark and subtle ways to destroy it. 

A few weeks ago, the magazine section of a great metropolitan 
Sunday newspaper contained an article which attempted to explain 
why the people of California are so often excited by strange and 
radical ideas. One of the suggested explanations was the fact that 
so many Califgrnians believe in eternal life. 

The inference was too plain to be missed. It meant, if it meant 
anything: “People who are foolish enough to believe in eternal 
life are dumb enough to accept any silly idea.” 

Ridicule is the most effective of all weapons, and our public 
prints are full of it—not frank and outspoken jeering, but sly and 
subtle words that appear casual and innocent and yet are delib- 
erate efforts to raise doubts and break down faith. 

Few people, especially among those who follow the crowd, have 
the moral stamina to defend and keep their faith in spite of scorn 
and ridicule. We all wish to be respected, especially by the worldly 
and sophisticated who seem so sure of their superiority. Better risk 
damnation than to risk their laughter. So weak is moral courage, 
so' strong human vanity. : 

But why destroy faith? Where is the profit in depriving harm- 
less people of their last comfort? The proud agnestic must stoop 
low to rob the cripple of his crutch.

Percy, who wrote these lines, is 
silent much too much, for he 
knows how to speak gently and 
make the “silken sound of whirled 
infinity.” But to contemplate his 
present retirement and the great 
calm of his former words is to sus- 
pect that a trouble with the world 
today is excess of loud-shouting 
saviors. There are many things 
which call for immediate answer, 
many problems which must be 
settled at once or grow worse, but 
there are others which can wait 


and which will do better for the 
waiting. And there are still others 
which make their own answers, 
solve themselves, if o's alone. 


On many matters, we may be 
crowding solution harmfully. We 
may be rushing so hard to the per- 
fect world that we agitate it 
against perfection, There is such a 
thing as being too noble, too de- 
termined, too zealous in the inter- 
ests of mankind. Nature meant us 
to progress, true, but as its agents, 
not as its manufacturers. The 
progress that comes in nature’s 
way is convulsive on occasion but 
there is long quiet between, and 
the only constant movement is the 
orderly and slow one of growing 
things. And nature gave us stars 
and poets for remainder of this,

streets and highways will hold ma- 
jor attention of city council this 
afternoon when traffic protlems. 
which are aimed at reducing ac- 
cidents and fatalities will be dis- 
cussed. 

Measures designed to clear con- 


gestion and cut down. traffic 
deaths and injuries, approved by 
the police committee at its meet- 
ing Friday, will be vigorously de- 
bated. 

It was indicated yesterday that 
the measures, considered “drastic” 
by opponents and “essential” by 

proponents, will meet with some 
opposition on the floor of council, 
but several members of the police 
committee expressed optimism the 
measures will be adopted. 

The proposals approved by the 
police committee include installa-' 
tion of a uniform 30-mile speed, 
limit, instead of the two present 
laws of 30 miles an hour in the 
inner fire liimts and 35 miles an 
hour in the outer fire limits. 

Police officials have stated that 
if this measure is passed, it will 
be enforced to the letter. Pro- 
ponents point out that other cities 
have been successful in reducing. 
deaths and injuries through simi- 
lar ordinances relative to speed. 

Parking Restricted. 

Another important traffic pro- 
posal approved by the police com- 
mittee would ban parking on re- 

_* stricted streets during rush hours, 
except pick-up and delivery in 
' “emergency cases, to be permitted 
-- by order of the police chief. 
, Police committeemen also ap- 
‘ proved a proposal to ban parking 
. on Marietta street, between For- 
syth and Peachtree streets, during 
rush hours, and a proposal to re- 
quire dead stops on right turns at 
_red lights, in contrast with the | 
present regulation to make such'| 
turns “cautiously.” 

At the meeting Friday, Mayor 
Hartsfield urged adoption of a 25- 
mile speed limit, citing such a 
traffic regulation in Providence, 
R. I.. He was backed in this pro- 
posal by Lon E. Sullivan, deputy 
commissioner of the State Depart- 
ment of Public Safety. 

As council prepared to fight. the 
problem at its meeting this after- 
noon, the Atlanta citizens’ traffic 
committee studied a proposal to 
re-route street cars to eliminate 
the loop at Broad and Marietta 
streets. 

The plan, affecting Inman Park, 
Georgia avenue and Lakewood 
cars, which would be re-routed 
along Pryor street, has approval 
of the Georgia Public Service 
Commission and the police de- 
partment.

The Rev. William B. Bell, pas- 
tor of the Inconium Negro Bap- 
tist church, undérwent an ordeal 
by “ballot yester@ay and emerged 
as the ex-pastor of the Inconium 
Negro Baptist church. 

It was a quiet, orderly meeting 
in the one-story brick church 
building on McDaniel street—su- 
pervised under court order by W. 
W. Gaines, life deacon of the Cap- 
itol Avenue Baptist church—but 
the effect of the voting was to 
weigh Pastor Bell in the balance 
and ‘find him wanting. 

A “purged” list of members of 
the congregation was read by Mr. 
Gaines and one by one they ex- 
pressed their approval or disap- 
proval of the man who had served 
them for 16 years. 

The result was 102 votes against 
his retention and 24 votes—one of 
them the pastor’s—in his favor. 
Previously he had agreed to abide 
by the wishes of the majority and 
retire if his services were no long- 
er wanted. 

Only once was the otherwise 
peaceful gathering disturbed by a 
mild buzz of protest. Mr. Gaines 
read the list of 126 names—and 
stopped. 

“Those are the names agreed on 
as having the right to vote,” he 
announced. 

Immediately a score or more 
rose to their feet and there were 
murmurs of “My name ain’t been 
called,” “How come I can’t vote?” 
and similar remarks. 

“The voting is over,” Mr. Gaines 
said, “and I want no demonstra- 
tion of any kind when I announce 
the result, You must all return 
quietly to your homes.” His in- 
structions were obeyed. 

The ballot presumably brought 
to an end months of strife and 


dissension which threatened the 


church’s very existence and final- 
ly brought the whole affair into 
court for settlement. The question 
was whether Pastor Bell should 
keep his post or a younger man 
called to fill the pulpit. 

Results of the voting will now 
be reported to the court by Mr. 
Gaines and it was generally 
agreed yesterday that a younger 
man Would get the call.

Seeking $700, 000, 000 in new 
money, . the treasury is offering 
$400,000,000 of 22-27-year 2 3-4 
per cent bonds maturing in 1960- 
65 and $300,000,000 of five-year 
1 1-8 per cent treasury notes ma- 
turing in 1943. 

At the same time, holders of 
$941,613,750 of 1 1-2 per cent notes 
which mature March 15, 1939, are 
offered the privilege of convert- 
ing them on December 15 into 
any one of three new securities. 
They may convert them into the 
bonds or notes included in the 
cash offering or into a new series 


of nine-year 2 per cent bonds.|. 


Those holders who do not wish 
to convert their March notes in 
December will be paid off in cash 
on March 15.

FARM 
5-Cent Cotton 


WASHINGTON, Dec. .4.—(P)— 
Administration farm officials said 
today that if cotton farmers re- 
jected the AAA’s marketing con- 
trol program in the referendum to 
be conducted Saturday the gov- 
ernment’s $475,000,000 investment 
in cotton would be further im- 
paired. 

That sum has been advanced to 
growers in loans obtained by 10,- 
100,000 bales of cotton. 

Prices of cotton—and the value 
of the government stocks of loan 
cotton—could be expected to de- 
cline, officials said, if farmers de- 
cided they did not want to restrict 
the production of next year’s crop 
by limiting the amount that could 
be sold without penalty. 

An affirmative vote by at least 
two-thirds of the 2,500,000 cotton 
producers is required to put the 
quotas into effect. 

Authorities have estimated that 
the price of cotton—now about 
8.5 cents a pounds—would be de- 
pressed as much as two or three 
cents a pound if all restrictions on 
production were removed. 

In a speech urging farmers to 
vote for quotas, Walter L. Ran- 
dolph, assistant AAA director for 
the south, warned that unlimited 
production would push prices 
down to a level that would “re-| 
i'mind us.of the value of Confeder- 
ate money.” 


‘Let Them Grow’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—(P)— 
Representative Fish, Republican, 
New York, said tonight he favor- 
ed scrapping the administration’s 
entire -agricultural control pro- 
gram and establishing a “parity 
price, based on commodities the 
farmers buy.”

Gloomy Gil Dobie Is Re- 
ported Through De- 
spite Fine Season.

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—(UP)— 
Good-bye Gilmour Dobie, 
“gloomy dean” of the gridiron: 
My trustworthy operatives in 
Boston inform me that Coach Gil 
Dobie is all washed up at Boston 
College and that quite likely the 
tall, thin, dour man has finished 
his football career after directing 


various teams for 35 years. 

It is rather unusual to find 2 
big-name coach leaving after a 
season in which his team lost only 
one game and tied two.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 4.—(4)— 
Delegates from baseball’s 37 mi- 
nor leagues, augmented by forces 
from the two major circuits, came 
to town today with two purposes 
in mind—acquisition of playing 
talent and agreement on proposed 
legislation striking a keynote of 
uniformity. 

The Sabbath provided only a 
lull before an expected storm of 
winter trades, involving major as 
well as minor leagues, and the 
thirty-seventh annual business 
session of the National Associa- 
tion of Professional Baseball 
leagues. . 

While the national organization 
had before it some 35 proposed 
amendments, the majority of 
which are designed to bring about 
uniformity in class rules where 
player limits permit, the selection 
of championships on regular sea- 
son standings and scoring and ay< 
erage rules for all leagues, there 
were two proposals likely to 
create real debate. 


TWO MAIN ISSUES. 


The question of organization of 
a Class E group of leagues, out- 
fits designed to invade the textile 
and other mill towns where base- 
ball interest runs high, and a 
change in the draft rule to permit 
major leagues to draft two play- 
ers instead of one were classed by 
early arrivals as likely bones of 
contention. 

At noon today the hotel reser- 
vation list approached 1,000, pre- 
saging one of the largest gather- 
ings in minor league history. 
Judge William G. Bramham, of 
Durham, N. C., commissioner of 
the minor leagues, reached the 
scene today with numerous oth- 
ers, from major league managers 
and club officials down to a 
sprinkling of ball players. 

The winter confab of the mi- 
nors, always a clearing house for 
a majority of baseball’s purchases 
and trades, appeared headed for 
one of its liveliest sessions. Ad- 
vance arrivals forecast no end of 
the flow of rumors and actual 
deals, basing predictions primari- 
ly upon earlier reports that most 
major league clubs are ready to 
do business. 


UNUSUAL TRADES. 


While Judge Bramham and his 
executive officials transact the 
association’s governing business, 
chief interest will center on the 
crowded hotel lobbies where one 
might step into a group in a cor- 
ner and come out with a prize 
swap of players. 

Even if there is no overflow of 
deals consummated at this gath- 
ering the major league chieftains 
and other club executives at least 
will lay the groundwork here for 
future deals, but in the past the 
minor, circuits’ conventions have 
been the scene of old-fashioned 
swapping that would shame old< 
time horse traders. 

The convention proper opens on 
Wednesday, when President Bram-< 
ham, the commissioner who di« 
rected the advancement of the or- 
ganization from 11 to 37 leagues 
in six years, will read his annual 
report. This is expected. to in- 
clude suggestions for uniform . 
rules among the various loops. 

NO RUMORS. 

Through Sunday afternoon no 
rumors developed concerning 
trades or purchases. A majority 
of the deelgates were not sched« 
uled to reach here until Monday, 
and from early tomorrow morn< 
ing on past midnight Friday the 
baseball world might expect plen<- 
ty of news.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—If 
Georgians have any complaint 
about their postal service, they 
have only to blame four fellow 
Georgians who are “tops” in mail 
service here at the headquarters 
of Postmaster General James 
Aloysius. Farley. 

Those immediately responsible 
for most of Uncle Sam’s efforts to 
give America the best letter and 
package service in the world are 
James W. Cole, of Moreland, dep- 
uty assistant second postmaster 
general in charge of mail trans- 
portation and rural mails; Charles 
P. Graddick, of Barnesville, su- 
perintendent of air mail service; 
Roy M. North, of Atlanta, deputy 
third assistant postmaster general, 
and Frank H. Ellis, of the fifth 
congressional district, assistant 
-S- iggipamosa sn of post office serv- 
ce. 


Good “Policeman.” 


“Jim” Cole, a close friend of 
Representative Emmett M. Owen, 
of Griffin, was postal inspector- 
in-charge at Atlanta before he 
was transferred to Washington. He 
did such a good job policing the 
Georgia-Florida-South Carolina 
area that Jim Farley thought he 
could do a better job here. When 
he first came toWashington he 
served under Harlleé Branch, an- 
other Georgian who was then sec- 
ond assistant postmaster general 
and has since been made a mem- 
ber of the newly created Civil 
Aeronautics Authority. 


“Charlie” Graddick, as superin- 
tendent of air mail, worked hand 
in glove with Mr. Branch when 
our air mail service was being re- 
organized to put it on a firm busi- 
ness basis. Then there is “Frank” 


‘Ellis, assistant superintendent of 


the division of post office service, 
working directly under the first 
assistant postmaster general, Wil- 
liam W. Howes, of South Dakota. 
Only Atlantan in the group, Mr. 
North has been with the depart- 
ment since President Roosevelt 
first took office. His job is most 
important to efficient handling of 
the mails because he serves as the 
financial clearing house of the 
postal service and is responsible 
for the classification of all mail. 


A Philatelic Collection. 


In addition to these duties he 
keeps a special eye on the de- 
partment’s philatelic collection 
which is housed in a spacious mu- 
seum on the sixth floor of Mr. 
Farley’s Washington headquarters. 

Affable and always ready to do 
a good turn for his friends in or 
out of Georgia, Mr. North finds 
time also to head the Emory 
Alumni Association here and to 
play an active part in social gath- 
erings of the Georgia State Society. 

One of Mr. North’s most inter- 
esting duties is the supervising of 
the issuance of new stamps and 
the philatelic museum. At present 
he is giving much of his time to 
organizing the special philatelic 
truck which will carry the most 
complete collection of United 
States postage stamps for exhibi- 
tion purposes to the boys and 
girls of America.
